I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1957* 

The  Registrar  General  in  his  returns  for  mid-year  1957,  shows 
a  total  population  of  32,520,  an  increase  of  140  over  1956. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  14.02  as 
compared  with  12.85  in  1956. 

The  death  rate  was  12.70  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
against  13.87  in  1956.  The  Table  of  Longevity  in  the  report  shows  that 
321  persons  died  at  the  age  of  65  years  and  over  out  of  a  total  of  413 
deaths. 


There  was  no  incidence  of  an  epidemic  nature  in  infectious 
diseases.  It  is  again  to  be  noted  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  or 
comes  from  Tuberculin  tested  herds.  No  milk  diseases  occurred. 

The  supply  of  water  has  been  satisfactory. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations,  but  more  cannot  be  done  until  a  third  Health  Inspector  is 
appointed. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  to  the  Chairman,  and  to  every 
Member  of  the  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  the  keen  interest 
they  have  always  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  for 
their  unfailing  support  throughout  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  due  also  to  my  staff  for  their  continued 
enthusiasm,  and  co-operation.
